Group 
II) increasing to another value authorized by the sender . The species are distinct 
because the increasing steps have different modes of operation. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 42 is generic.
